Jteranean fruit fly, which has 
come 
into prominence 
through 
determin­ 
ed efforts made by California to check 
its entrance into the United States, la 
the subject of an 
elaborate 
report 
just issued by 
the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
The report says that the entrance 
of tile fly wouiu practically 
end the 
fruit industry in the West and South. 
“Thoro can be no question,** says 
the report, “that the Mediterranean 
fruit fly is a most serious drawback 
to the successful cultivation of fruit 
in the country where it is established. 
Indeed, the cultivation 
of fruits Is 
scarcely possible in the worst infest­ 
ed regions. 
“Tho fruit growing industry of Ber 
muda was practically destroyed many 
years ago by the introduction of the 
insect into that island. 
Its introduc 
tlon into the United 
States, 
In all 
probability, will be a calamity to the 
orchard Interests of our most South­ 
ern states and of California, In which 
regions it would And conditions very 
similar to those in countries 
where 
it now exists, in 
most 
destructive 
numbers.’’ 
Tile insect first came Into prom! 
lienee in 1829, when whole 
cargoes 
of oranges shipped from the Acorea 
to (lie London markets were found to 
be infested, and did not bring the val­ 
ue of the freight charges. 
Peaches, 
apricots, figs, lemons, pears, quinces, 
plums, 
nectarines, 
guavas, 
apples, 
citrons, mangoes, pumpkins, bananas, 
tomatoes, 
pineapples 
and 
persim­ 
mons have suffered from the scourge, 
and once established, hardly any va­ 
riety is immune. 
The report says the worst infected 
section of the Hawaiian 
Islands is 
tile residence section 
of 
Honolulu, 
and it is from this 
spot 
that 
the 
. greatest danger in California threat­ 
ens. 
The department admits that no ef­ 
fective means of controlling the pest 
lias been found and suggests that all 
possible measures be 
taken to pre­ 
vent its introduction into this coun­ 
try. 
The energetic 
measures taken 
by the California and 
Hawaiian au­ 
thorities are warmly commended In 
the report.

‘‘Walnuts are well cleaned up at open* 
ing prices. 
As the harvest has pro­ 
gressed f marked shortage 
in 
the 
crop as compared 
with 
estimates 
made earlier in the season has ap­ 
peared. 
Most of the brokers selling 
walnuts sold up the estimated output 
of the associations 
they 
represent, 
and some are therefore Anding the 
necessity of pro rating their orders 
to an extent.” 
As growers know, the brokers of 
the associations have been authorized 
to quote walnuts to the eastern buy­ 
ers f. o. b. coast, at 14 cents per pound 
for No. I soft shells, IO cents for No. 
16% cents for budded nuts. 
This 
means that the nuts have been pro­ 
cessed, sacked and 
placed 
in 
the 
freight car ready for shipment. From 
the price quoted, therefore, must be 
deducted the expense of processing, 
the price of sacks and the broker's 
commission. 
On the other hand the 
grower gains an increase in weight 
from processing. 
The expense, after 
allowance for a gain in weight, has 
therefore averaged about I 
cent 
a 
pound. 
This year, and in future if 
the new policy is continued, the price 
of the sack will add to the expense. 
Heretofore the eastern buyer paid to 
the association the walnut price for 
the weight of the sack. 
To this the 
eastern buyer has long objected, and 
the change has been made to over­ 
come this objection. The associations 
must now charge the price of the sack 
in raising the price of the nuts suf- 
Aciently to make up f6r it.
